The life sentence of Josef Cardi- 
nal 
Minszenty 
was 
confirmed 


today by Communist Hungary's ap- 
peals court. The high court 
thus 


rubber-stamped the findings of the 
people's court which 'last February 
convi ted the 57-year old Cardinal 
of treason and black market deal- 
ings. 


Vatican sources and American 


intelligence reports 
received 
in 


Berlin recently have said the im- 
prisoned Cardinal is in good phy- 
sical condition but that there are 
sipns of mental collapse. 


The Cardinal 
was not 
present 


during the ;eview of his case by 
the hieher court. This is customary 
under Hungarian raw. The Cardi- 
nal's advocate asked that the sen- 
tence bv lightened. The prosecution 
asked for the extreme penalty — 
death. The couvt approved 8-2 the 
verdict of the people's court. 


Three of the cardinal's co-defen- 
dants received reduced sentences. 
The sentences of three others were 
confirmed.

New York, July 6. I anticipate 
with pleasure my appearance be- 
fore a sub-committee of the com- 
mittee on labor of the house 
of 
representative.'! to testify 
regard- 


ing abuses committed by 
unions 
as fostered, subsidized and main- 
tained for many troubled years by 
the Roosevelt administration 
and 
its legatee. 


The topic which this 
sub-com- 
mittee has put to me is the ab- 
sence of democracy in unions. 
I 


know little, if anything, about that 
because I am not 
interested 
in 
democracy anywhere except to op- 
pose it. Where it isn't, I don't miss 
it. No committee of congress has 
any right to spend 
our money 


chasing any such firefly. If 
the 
committee were sincere and 
out 
to make medicine for the Demo- 
cratic party it would 
look for 
practices in unions which violate 
the Republican process. This 
na- 
tion is a republic. 


In my preparation for this hear- 
ing it has occurred to me 
that 


unions 
have been 
outrageously 
exempt from a type of inspection 
to which business firms 
and 
as- 


sociations and certain political par- 
ties and fronts have had to sub- 
mit. The reason is that congress 
union m o v e m e n t because that 
movement has an unlimited power 
to tax the wages of about 12 mil- 
lion citizens and whole industries, 
such as coal, clothing, food 
and 


amusement, for money to be used 
as slush funds in political 
cam- 


paigns. No other 
authority 
ever 
has had such power. Congress has 
passed laws fodbidding 
business 


firms to spend their money or [non- 
stockholders' money 
on political 
campaigns, but unions, alone, still 
have the right to buy or attempt 
to buy elections either openly if it 
suits them or by s u b t e r - f u g e 
through "educational" 
programs. 
Even religious organizations 
are 
on warning in the law that if any 
portion o£ their income be spent to 
influence legislation their tax ex- 
emption is forfeited. Then 
they 
must pay the tax. I doubt that fhis 
would ever be enforced, but that is 
beside the point. 


No union is required to pay 
an 


income tax whatever use it 
may 
make of its money. And a law 
adopted some years ago with in- 
tent to require "informational" re- 
turns for the edification of obscure 
file clerks in the treasury, 
has 


been a dead letter from the start. 
These returns can be so contrived 
as to be absolutely 
meaningless 
and still comply with this law. 


The details of the 
privilege of 
unions are too great a mass to be 
discussed here, but the fact that 
not once has thc American Fed- 
eration of Labor or the C. I O 
been brought before congress 
in 
the defensive, not to say defend- 
ant, status that 
other 
elements 
have occupied, is a measure of the 
power aprivilege of these over- 
bearing and ruthless forces. No 
committee of congress 
ever 
has 
made a serious study of the con- 
stitutions of unions although every 
congressman should know that fed- 
eral law and the force o£ policy 
amounting to law have compelled 
millions of persons to join unions 
who otherwise would have refused 
During the war the United States 
Employment Service made itself 
a volunteer recuriting or dragoon- 
ing agent for the unions by refus- 
ing to certify American citizens to 
war industries 
unless 
they 
had 


union cards or were willing to pay 
tribute and buy them. It still does. 
This agency was supposed 
to 
promote the so-called "war ef- 
fort" of the nation. It very soon 
put the union interests first and 
sluiced millions into the treasuries 
of 
gangsters, 
Communists 
and 
other rascals without the slightest 
pretense 
of an inquiry into the 
character of the men who got this 
money. When Oak Ridge was bulid- 
ing and there was apparently des- 
perate need of speed in a ract 
with the Germans to be first with 
the atom bomb, thousands of elec- 
tricians were required for certain 
phases of the job. Accordingly, the 
tax-payers 
paid 
for 
large 
ad- 


vertisements 
which 
were 
pnub- 
lished in New York and elsewhere 
offering outlandish wages for elec- 
tricians on this secret 
job 
but 


stipulating that they must join the 
electricians' union. We 
are 
still 


paying taxes to pay for the ads' 
which raised this money for the 
union. 


It is fundamentally wrong of our 


government to interfere in the re- 
lations between a man who wants 
to work and the man who wants 
to employ him. The wrongness of 
this interference is acknowledged 
in the sidelong manner of the gov- 
ernment's approach. The govern- 
ment intervenes with a pretense 
of promoting and regulating inter- 
state commerce, when the real 
hidden purpose is to fix 
wages! 
hours and working conditions and 
promote the growth and political 
power of unions and their bosses 
If it were legal and right of the 
federal government 
to 
interfere 
here the commerce clause would 
simply say that employers must 
pay workers a certain minimum, 
must not permit them to work 
more than a 
certain 
maximum 
each day or week and must refuse 
thorn work , unless 
they 
join 


unions. But that would violate thu 
constitution. 


Having achieved these results by 


a dishonest approach, the govern- 
ment then ought, consistently, to 
examine the 
union 
constitutions 
and compel the union bosses to re- 
vise them so as to conform to the 
laws and show respect for the 
rights of the citizens whom it com- 
pels to join. The right to speedy 
and fair trial in public courts, not 
kangaroo union courts, is one. But 
upon what charge could a citizen 
be prosecuted in the public course 
for presuming to rise in a union 
meeting and demand an accurate 
accounting of the funds and move 
that tiie salaries of the command- 
Jug goons be reduced'.' It will be 
seen right there that the federal 
government cannot foster unionism 
without actively c o n n i v i n g 
at 
crimes against the 
citizen. 
For 


there is no offense against our pub- 
lic laws in the charges which I 
have mentioned, for instance. Yet 
union discipline frankly relics on 
the imposition of illegal penalties 
lor such legal conduct. 


The A. F. of L. and C. I O 


have, collectively, handled 
thou- 


ouiids of millions since 1936'. Their 
books and records should bo in- 
spected minutely and the busses.
